HAS DESIGNS ON MAtOMTA ISLAM*.

Washington, May 3.—Although the 


matter baa never figured before the 
state department, the navy depart* 
ment has been closely watching the 
happening near Margrlta Island, off 
the coast of Venezuela, which haa 
given rise to the report that a German 
coaling station is to be established 
there. 
The facts have been reported 


to the department by some of the 
United States naval officers who com- 
manded vessels which have cruised in 
these waters recently. Last year a 
German warship spent^ 10 weeks in 
looking into the possibilities of Mar- 
grita island, and this fact led to an 
examination on our own account, 
which developed the pi«sence in this 
important strategic point of one of 
the finest harbors in South America, 
the possession of which would afford 
the United States or any other nation 
with a navy practical control of the 
Panama canal from the eastern side. 


Aside; from this;island, some of the 


best naval authorities held that the 
Gulf of Cariaoo. on the north coast of 
Venezuela, offers by far the most ad 
vantageous site for an American coal- 
ing station if one is to be located In 
that part of the world. In view of ihe 
reported German surveys in that quar- 
ter, the naval authorities here are 
showing unusual interest in the points 
available for American use. The state 
department never" has been 
called 


upon specifically to construe the Mon- 
roe doctrine so far as it might relate 
to the attempt by a European govern- 
ment to secure a coaling station in 
.the Gulf of Mexico or the Carribean 
sea.
